However, the Shire Coun. 
cils proposals for the area 
differ in some respects and in 
points of detail from the 
Board’s Scheme “A” and the 
Minister suggests the Shire 
consult with the Board so that 
a mutually acceptable final 
scheme can be devised, 


With reference to the Shire 
Council's . offer tg purchase 
404 acres of the land for resi- 
dential development, the Mini- 
ster considers the Shire should 
now take the matter up with 
the Minister of Lands, Legis- 
ation will be necessary to en- 
able Crown Land to be sold 
lin this way, but before any 
such action is taken it would 
ibe necessary to have in ad. 
vance full accord on the terms 
land conditions of sale,

Thirdly, that a letter be for- 
warded trom the council to 
the Minister of Lands, who 
would handle the necessary 
legislation which would enabte 
purchase of the land, Cr 
Ginifer stressed that any loan 
moneys or charges for work 
by the administration staff in 
relation to this project should 
not become a charge against 
the revenue of the council, but 
be a debit against the develop- 
ment,

head office as he feels this 
project should come under
